Reference OR, foreign document DE 43 29 205, discloses a process of manufacturing 
sodiimi percarbonate granules from sodium carbonate solutions, hydrogen peroxide and 
water. The process takes place without phosphorus crystallization inhibitors, by fluidized bed 
granulation using a temary atomizing spray head. An English language abstract corresponding 
to this document is enclosed herewith and is cited on the accompanying list of references as 
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document XR. In addition, a counterpart United States patent, (U.S. 5,560,896) is enclosed 
and is cited on the accompanying list of references as document DR. 

Reference PR, foreign document DE 26 44 147, discloses the production of a dense, 
coarse-grained, sodium percarbonate that is resistant to abrasion. The process involves 
reacting sodium carbonate with hydrogen peroxide. An English language abstract 
corresponding to this document is enclosed herewith and is cited on the accompanying list of 
references as document YR. In addition, a counterpart United States patent, (U.S. 4,118,466) 
is enclosed and is cited on the accompanying list of references as document BR. 

Reference QR, foreign document DE 27 33 935, discloses sodium percarbonate 
granules that may be used in washing powders. The granules contain a metaphosphate that 
increases stability. An English language abstract corresponding to this document is enclosed 
herewith and is cited on the accompanying list of references as document ZR. In addition, a 
counterpart United States patent, (U.S. 4,428,914) is enclosed and is cited on the 
accompanying list of references as document CR.
